22 Hangars 
Are Wrecked 
In 30 Seconds

A small, whistling tornadea 
skipped across the Chattahoochee 
River bluffs at dusk yesterday 
and slammed into a private air- 
port near Sandy Springs. It rip- 
ped up 22 hangars and hurled 
smal: planes into the woods a 
half-mile away. 

There were no casualties. 

Walter E. Nix, 38, operator of 
Parkaire Field, said about 20 out 
of 40 single-engine planes were 
destroyed or damaged. 

The corrugated aluminum 
hangars, in 
heavily damaged. They were 
worth about $40,000. On first 
glance, Nix said, they now are 
almost worthless. 


‘RIPS OFF ROOF 


The pot-bellied twister swirled 
out of the west at 5:35 p.m. It 
swooped down at the intersection 
of Johnson's Ferry Rd. and 
Lower Roswell Rd. in Cobb 
County, where it ripped the roof 
off Perkins Grocery Store. 

Across Johnson's Ferry road at 
the airport, which is four miles 
northwest of Sandy Springs, the 
tornado sucked up parked planes 
and spun them into the air. 
‘Strangely, it Jeft other planes un- 
\scathed or turned about on the 
runway. 

An expensive plane kept for pri- 
vate use was tossed 75 yards and 
anded in high tension wires car- 
rying 20,000 volts of current. They 
snapped and blazed. Sparks skit- 
tered into the sky like a Fourth of 
July fireworks display. 


MILE-LONG SWATH 


The tornado cut a 300-foot swath 
about a mile long across the air- 
port and an open field before it 
bounced up and dissipated east- 
ward. 

Gasoline spewed from smashed 
airplane fuel tanks. The smell 
of it was everywhere.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (—A 


former State Department official 
who worked for the government’s 
hush-hush ‘wartime spy agency 
was indictéd by a federal grand 
jury today on charges of falsely 
denying he ever was a Commu- 
nist. 

The ex-official, 46-year-old Val 
R. Lorwin, was accused of lying 
under oath during loyalty hear- 
ings in December, 1950. Lorwin 
swore he never was a Communist 
Party member, never carried a 
party card and never held a 
party meeting in his home. 

1. YEARS POSSIBLE 

If convicted; he faces a maxi- 
mum penalty of 15 years in prison 
and a $30,000 fine. 

At the time of the loyalty hear- 
ing, Lorwin was chief of the Eu- 
ropean section of the State De- 
partment international labor, so- 
cial and health affairs division.

Maybe it’s too early to start worrying about 
it yet, but in a million years or so, give or take 
a few hundred thousand years, if things keep on 
the way they are going, the city of Savannah, Ga., will be, like the lost 


Atlantis, buried under the sea. 


So will Jacksonville and Charleston. 


So will the whole peninsula of Florida, which might not be such a 
bad idea. The encroaching seas, in fact, will wash all of south Geor- 
gia, probably up as far as the Fall Line, the boundaries of the ancient 
seas, which once covered the Atlantic seaboard. The citizens of Ma- 
con, and Augusta, and Columbus, will wake up at night to hear ocean 
steamships hooting in their deep-water harbors, and as far north as 
Atlanta, on brisk days, folks willbe able to sniff the tangy fragrance 


of a strong salt breeze. 
I have all this on the authority 


of Col. Bernt Balchen, the old Arc- 
tic explorer, and he has it on the 


authority of the polar bears, and 
the moose, and of his own obser- 
vations of what’s going on in the 
far and now slowly unfreezing 
North. The world is getting warm- 
er, Col. Balchen says. The great 
glaciers of Greenland and Norway 
and of Northern Canada are swift- 
ly melting. Even the pack ice 
around the pole is growing thin- 
ner. It’s three feet less thick than 
it was 50 years ago. 

This means that the seas are fill- 
ing up and all over the world the 
shorelines are rising. When, a few 
hundred thousand years from now, 
all the Arctic ice is gone the United 
States will look far different than 
it does now. The great cities of the 
present shore will be gone, with 
nothing but their topmost s pires 
sticking up as perches on which 
the sea gulls may rest. With the 
release of the billions of tons of 
water now held captive in the Arc- 
tic ice and in the south polar ice, 
high tide mark will have risen 
some 150 feet. Atlanta will have a 
population of several millions, 
made up of webfooted citizens

What causes it to grow warmer, 
nobody seems to know. The fact 
that it is, though, is undeniable. 
Everybody knows that the winters 
aren't as cold as they used to be 
and that the rainfallisgrowing 
less.

This is shown 
especially in the opening words, 
“Our Father.”” This is shown 
throughout the prayer in the use of 
the plural pronoun. 

The Lord's Prayer unites the 
lips and hearts of Christian people 
in a common petition to their com- 
mon Father. When we join together 
after the fashion of our Master, we 
harmonize. This seems to me the 
one and only place where true re- 
ligion can ever really begin. 

Long ago I set for myself a little 
rule of thumb which I have per-

sistently attempted to follow. It is 
this question: Do my words and 
actions tend to unite Christians into 
a stronger fellowship, or do thev 
tend to separate Christians into 
small, rival camps? 

Many dedicated Protestant lead- 
ers have been working for the or- 
ganizational unity of all Christians. 
I commend them in their effort for 
I know the walls which separate 
Christians are often artificial. We 
have too many barriers: we need 
more channels through which good 
will may spread among all men of 
faith, 

But sometimes I think the ecu- 
menical movement tends to put the 
cart before the horse. First we 
must have fellow-feeling in our 
hearts. First we must feel the one- 
ness of the Christian family. Then 
it will be simple enough to move 
into a common house. 

If we love Jesus Christ and His 
kingdom we are not actually as di- 
vided as we sometimes seem. ‘We 
are not divided ... All one body 
we... One in hope and doctrine . . 
One in charity.’’ This onenéss of 
children will become an 
ever-increasing reality as we “‘syme- 
phonize’’ in prayer. St. Paul wrote, 
according to Moffatt’s translation 
of 1 Corinthians 1:11, ‘“‘Let me have 
your cooperation in prayer.”

They were instrumental in bargaining for the 
plan and setting up the structure. ‘‘We had a lawyer,’’ Dixie said, 
“but he never sat in on any of our official meetings. He was just 
a friend of baseball, a man on Wail St. in New York who took a 
personal interest in us and charged no fee.”’ 


——Greedier and Bolder by the Year 


The commissioner, then, and baseball government do not ob- 
-Ject to lawyers. It all depends on how they’re used. Everyone 
.seems to have the suspicion that the present player representa- 
tives plan to send their J. Norman Lewis into battle swinging his 
Carrie Nation axe. 


What they don’t seem to realize is precisely what Walker 
put into fearful words: That club owners and baseball govern- 
ment are not obligated to the pension plan. They made a 
concession in its establishment and the clubs pay over 80 
per cent of the fund. One American League club owner, for 
instance, says he paid $47,000 into the fund last year. The 
players’ dues are a pittance, comparatively, ranging from 27 
cents to $2.70 per day, all depending on length of service. 


_ The owners simply have tired of the bickering and the con- 
stantly increasing demands of the players’ representatives. They 
grow greedier by the year. They grow more aggressive by the 
year. They grow bolder by the year. The history of their activi- 
ties reads alarmingly like a parallel to labor unions. 

Before critics of that observation Jand on it with both spiked 
feet, consider first what the players get. There isn’t a pension 
plan in existence that can come close to theirs. Where else can 
you work five years and pick up $50 per month for life at age 50, 

_or 10 years and pick up $100 a month. And those years don’t have 
-to be with the same employer.

I looked around the lobby at 
gome of those who won't get a drag on the pension fund. They'd | 
- played in the majors before it came into effect. They’d come to 
the Minor League Convention looking for a job. or maybe to con- 
vince themselves that they were better off working steady at the 
store, or selling shoes, or living by their hands. 


He'd been a wild character in his 
big league days. He’d gone straight in the gloaming of his 
career. He’d had some good managerial jobs, but he’s a man 
of strong will. He was still living right, but nobody particularly 
cares to put up with that strong will. 


There was an old pitcher who had been a scout for years. 
He'd just been fired. 

“IT just wouldn't sav ‘ves’ when I meant ‘no’,”’ he said, ‘‘a 
I had to be honest with myself.”’ 

: He'll get along all right on his farm, but the pension plan 
would make things a lot easier. 

There was an old infielder who'd heen coming to the con- 
vention for years looking for a chance to stay in baseball. He’s 
‘had a few odd scouting jobs, and now and then somebody would 
take a chance on him as a manager, but it didn’t last long. 
Booze threw him. And here he was back again, a bad risk who 
could use the pension plan when he’s 50. 


. It’s a dangerous thing to be tampering, sincere as Kiner 
and Reynolds may be. It’s far bigger than Kiner and Reynolds, 
and it’s only begun to grow. It can become such a vast thing 
that financing it will become a prohibitive thing. 


Club owners have tried to be broad-minded about the plan, 

but they can be pushed too far. Of course, the players can refuse

REQUIRES PERMIT 

A bill. passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Ohio legislature ‘Suth- 
orized a motor vehicle highway 
use tax. This levy went into ef- 
fect Oct. 1, 1953. The act re- 
quires every truck with three or 
more axles to obtain a highway 
use permit at a cost of $2. 


The tax ranges from one-half 
cent per mile for trucks with 
three or more axles to 242 cents 
per mile for tandem trucks with 
four or more axles. 


Revenue derived from the tax, 
estimated. at 18 million dollars 
annually, is to be used for new 
highway construction. 

The act was amended by the 
legislature to include a provision 
for a*reciprocity board, consist- 
ing of the attorney general, chair- 
man of the Ohio Public Utilities
